This serves as final response to your request of April 13, 2019 seeking the above-information from the 
Rhode Island State Police. Your request is governed by the Access to Public Records Act contained in 
R.I.G.L. Chapter 38-2. In response to a request for public records, an agency is required to make 
available for public disclosure those records that are responsive to a request, are in the possession of the 
agency and are not otherwise exempted from disclosure. 

Enclosed please find four reports totaling twenty-five pages. Rhode Island General Laws § 38-2- 
2(4)(D)(c) and (4)(A)(I)(b) exempt from disclosure any personally-identifiable records which would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of privacy. In accordance with these exemptions, portions of 
the enclosed reports have been redacted.

Trooper S. McGehearty contacted Hanley by telephon e and sp oke with him. Hanley informed Trooper S. 
McGehearty that he was investigating a complaint made bypHFwhich is still pending an outcome. Hanley 
stated that the investi gation did not reveal any imminent hazards that would prevent the children from safely being 
returned topjP^^^ custody. 

Trooper S. McGehearty and I responded to the Providence County Family Court. Trooper S. McGehearty 
and I spoke with Family Court Magistrate Rossie Lee Harris Jr, who referr ed us to F amily Court Chief Justice 
Haiganush Bedrosian. Judge Be drosian requested all documents provided by^HIVfor her review. She stated 
that she would contacflH^B^ attorney Christopher Friel to discuss the matter with him.

On Sunday, June, 29 2014, contacted the Lincoln Woods Barracks. ^^^PWinformed me that 

Attorney Chris Friel had informed him that he would need to provide a substantial retainer in order for him to 
bring a motion into Family Court. ^^UPalso sta ted tha t his children have not been returned to him since May 
18, 2014 and he has had no contact with them. ^I^HPalso stated that he did not contact the barracks sooner 
because he believed that there was nothing he could not do because he cannot afford the retainer required by his 
lawyer in order to bring a motion into court. 


On Monday, June 30, 2014 at 12:30 PM, I contacted the Family Court and left a message with Chief Justice 
Haiganush Bedrosian's clerk requesting to speak with the Chief Justice in regard to this case. Chief Justice 
Bedrosian returned my call at approximately 5:00 PM. Chief Justice Bedrosian informed me that she has reviewed 
the legality of the Indian Child Welfare Act and that it does not apply in this case. Chief Justice Bedrosian advised 
me that she will be instructing her staff to contact UPon July 1, 2014 in order to provide him with affordable 
legal assistance. Chief Justice Bedrosian also advised me that she would be contacting the Department of 
Children, Youth and Family's to ascertain the results of their most recent investigation. Chief Justice Bedrosian 
requested that we maintain communication in the next few days to determine the next course of action. 


On July 2, 2014 at approximately 5:30 PM, I called and left messages for both 
Bedrosian to inquire if any progress had been made.

On July 3, 2014 at approximately 11:30 AM, Chief Judge Bedrosian informed me that she was unable to 
make contact with Attor ney Friel. She also informed me that at this point she cannot pursue any means of 
recovering the children for^P^BPuntil the complaint is officially filed in the family court. 

On July 4, 2014 at approximately 8:40 AM, I contacted DCYF Child Protective Counselor Jeremy Hadley 
and left a message with the secretary on duty who informed me that Hadley will arrive at his office on July 4 at 
approximately 3:00 PM. 

On July 4, 2014 at approximately 8:45 AM, I contactcd^gP^P I informed |m^that Chief Judge 
Bedrosian cannot make any orders to recover the children until the complaint is filed in the Family Court. I also 
informed him that the next steps that we are taking is that I have reached out to DCYF to determine if the results of 
the last investigation. If the results of that investig ation are un founded then I will ask the DCYF if they will in turn 
bring the complaint to the family court on behalf of| 

On July 4, 2014 at approximately 6:30 PM, I spoke with DCYF Child Prot ective Cou nselor Jeremy Hadley. 
Hadley informed me that there were a total of five (5) complaints made againstSjjMMPinthe^past and the first 
four (4) were unfounded. In regard to the last complaint, Hadley informed nnethat^H^^j was flagged for 
possible emotional abuse, but that the household was still deemed acceptable for the cnuarento live in. Hadley 
also advised me that at this point the case has been turned over to DCYF Case Worker Catherine Belisle who can 
be reached at 401-52 8-3495. Hadley stated that Belisle would have further information in regards to the DCYF 
standing of jjjH^PTand the status of the custody of the children. 
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On July 5, 2014 at approximately 11:00 AM, I contacted DCYF Case Worker Catherine Belisle and left a 
message for her on her answering machine. 

_On July 11, 2014 at approximately 11:40 AM, Catherine Belisle contacted me. She was able to confirm that 

was indicated for emotional abuse against the children. She also stated that DCYF has ruled this a 
domestic matter and that they are closing their investigation. 

On July 16, 2014 at 5:50 PM, I called |J(B^toinquire if there were any updates as far as his contact with 
the children and to inform him of whatlwasloldT^Hj^’did not answer the phone but I left him a message on 
his voice mail. I attempted to contact ^H||^H|^Hatthe Narragansett Indian Tribe but her mailbox was full 
and I could not leave a voice mail. I alsoattempte^ro contact the Narragansett Indian Tribal Police Department 
(401-364-1100 x 236) but I got their voice mail as well. 

At approximately 7:00 PM, I contacted Sergeant Edward McQuaid of the Narragansett Indian Tribal Police 
Department. He stated that as far as he know the children's custody fall under state iurisdictionandnot under the 
protection of the tribe. He also stated that he would personally deliver a message to^mf asking her to 
contact me at the barracks. 

At approximately 8:00 PM, Sergeant McQuaid contacted me at the Wickford Barracks. Sergeant McQuaid 
informed me that he checked the residence where the children are supposed to be staying and that no one was 
home. He also informed me that the Chief of Police would be attempting to make contact with the family in the 
morning. 

On July 17, 2014 at approximately 6:45 PM, I spokewith^B^^HBH^from the Narragansett Indian 
Tribe. She stated that this whole situation started when®|^^Kgynecologist called DCYF to report 
malnourishment during a pregnancy exam. She also staH^HWeremy Hadley from DCYF spoke with the 
children, ^^^•claimsthat the children told Hanley that they were being physically abused, but Hanley never 
indicated tnatto me. J^^also claimed that because the children are family members of tribal members, that 
they too are tribal members. Furthermore she stated that because the children are members of the tribe, that s he 
has the right to remove them from the custody of the father because she believes that they are being abused, 
stated that she is not governed by state law and that she answers to federal law because federal law rules their land. 
I informedj^^^that it is illegal to take custody of the children because^^J^still has a standing court order 
providing him with custody of the children. I also advisedfl^^Rhat Chief Judge Bedrosian informed me that the 
Indian Child Welfare Act does not apply in this case becaus^DCYF did an official investigation and though they 
did indicate the father, the home was still acceptable for t he child ren to live in and no changes in custody were 
made.l^^^informed me that she would be contactingflf^|l lawyer and that he would be c ontactin g me 
within the next 24 hours to discuss what the next steps are. It should be noted that when I askec^J^how I 
could confi rm if the children were members of the tribe she stated that she told me and that was good enough. I 
then asked fll^if she was related to the ch ildren s he responded with, "What does that matter, that is none of 
your business." It was previously stated that JH^is the children's Aunt, and it is clear that she has a biased 
opinion of the custody of the children. 

At approximately 7:30 PM, I contacted Sergeant McQuaid. He informed me that the children are members 
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of the tribe, but they are living Narragansett, RI. He also informed me that until this point 

they were not informed of the custody dispute and were only aware that Hadley came to the reservation to 
interview the children. He stated that he was going to call his Chief to notify him of the situation as it stands right 
now. I informed Sergeant McQuaid that I was planning on speaking with Brown's lawyer tomorrow and that I 
would contact them tomorrow afternoon to advise of any progress in the case. 


At approximately 8:00 PM, I attempted to contact at

On July 18, 2014 at approxi mately 9:4 0 AM, I was contacted by Attorney Arthur Parise (Office 921-2400, 
Cell 458-0483) who is representingJ^^^in regards to the custody of the children. Parise stated to me that he 
filed a petition with the family court approximately two weeks ago requesting a hearing to transfer the custody of 
the children to her care. I informed Parise t hat accor ding to Chief Judge Bedrosian, the Indian Child Welfare Act 
would not be applicable in this case and thatHHF does not have legal custody of the children. Parise faxed the 
complaint that he filed in the family court to the Wickford Barracks and advis ed me th at he would file an 
emergency placement order on Monday, July 21, 2014. I advised Parise that il^^0T wanted to keep custody of 
the children, that he would have to go forward with the emergency placement order. 


At approximately 10:10 AM, I attempted to contact^^^^ at wMHi 
voice mail asking to contact me at the Wickford Barracks as soon as possible.

At approximately 10:30 AM, I contacted the Kent County Family Court. The clerk informed me that they 
do not have any petitions on file for this case. I then contacted the Providence County Family Court, who 
informed me that the case had been moved up to their jurisdiction. Chief Judge Bedrosian's clerk requested that I 
fax all new documentation that I have received to their office. She also advised me that she was having the entire 
case file brought to the Chief Judge's desk for her to review. She stated that she will ask the Chief Judge to contact 
me this afternoon after she has reviewed the file and new documents. 


At approximately 4:30 PM, Chief Judge Bedrosian contacted me. She info rmed m e that she would contact 
the Kent County Family Court and located the petition that was filed on behalf ofVHp. She informed me that 
she asked them to assign a hearing date to determine the custodyofthechildren. The date assigned for the hearing 
is September 8, 2014. Chief Judge Bedrosian informed me thafl|^|p will be served with notice of the hearing. 
Chief Judge Bedrosian also informed me that the Family Court will be responsible for any changes to the current 
custody situ ation and t hat at this time the State Police are not responsible for recovering the custody of the children 
on behalf ofSHMSf 


At approximately 9:30 PM, I contacted Parise and left a message on his voice mail informing him of the 
Family Court's decision to leave the children where they are until the hearing date on September 8th. I also 
contacted the Narragansett Indian Police Department and informed Sergeant McQuaid of the same information. 

On July 22, 2014 at approximately 1:50 PM, I called^m^F and left a message on his voice mail 
explaining the Family Court's decision and informing him that he will be contacted by the Family Court in regards 
to a future court date.

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On Thursday, July 9, 2015 at approximately 6:00 PM, Lieutenant McMahon from the Charlestown Police 
Department advised the Hope Valley Barracks that they were searching for an individual lost in the woods on 
Narragansett Indian Tribal Lands in Charlestown. Tribal Police, Charlestown Police and a Narragansett K-9 officer 
were on scene at this point. Sergeant Weaver and I arrived at approximately 6:26 PM and met with members of the 
Charlestown Police Department and Fire Department at the incident command post, located in the area of Bunks 
Camp, just west of the Indian Church, on Potter Hoxsie Road.

The Charlestown Fire Department, with the assistance of the Ashaway and Yawgoo Valley Fire Departments, 
conducted roving searches of the surrounding trails on ATVs. Charlestown Police Department had secured a 
perimeter by posting officers at numerous intersections throughout the Tribal Lands. 

uncle,^jm^^DOB: ^H^^arrivcd on scene at approximately 7:30 PM. He advised that 
this is not the first occasion on which his niece has wandered off into the woods. He stated that she gets enjoyment 
out of police and fire personnel searching for her. On March 1, 2015, a Silve r Alert was activated for her in a 
similar occurrence; originating out of the Connecticut State Police - Troop E. ^m^is a member of the 
Narragansett Indian Tribe and his grandmother is a tribal leader. 

8:40 PM - Lieutenants Jones and Charbonneau arrive on scene. Late patrol Gazzola/McNulty en-route. 

9:30 PM - Lieutenant Charbonneau, Sergeant Weaver and I clear the scene. 

When Troopers Gazzola and McNulty arrived on scene, they were advised of the incident and briefed by 
Lieutenant Jones. Between the hours of 9:30 PM and 1:30 AM, Troopers Gazzola and McNulty split and paired 
with search units from Rhode Island Canine Search and Rescue and Ocean State Search and Rescue. Four (teams) 
were deployed after a search area was organized and each team was instructed to do a "hasty search" while utilizing 
the canines. During this search, none of the canines/teams found any relevant points of int erest in rela tion to Ms. 
flHHBJ! At approximately 1:30 AM, the search was terminated due to the belief that Ms.^j^JJ^was well 
outsioeof the search area at that time. 


1:30 AM - Lieutenant Jones (K-9 Chuck), Troopers Gazzola (K-9 Rex) and McNulty clear from the scene 
after searching the surrounding area. 
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On July 10, 2015 at approximately 7:40AM, Major Philbin requested I respond to the Town of Charlestown to 
continue the investigation in reference to a missing person complaint. I spoke with Chief Allen of the Charlestown 
Police Department who apprised me of the investigation to date. After speaking with Chief Allen, myself along 
with Charlestown Detective Wetherall responded to the Narragansett Tribal lands and met with Narragansett Tribal 
Chief Manny Monroe and Sergeant Edward McQuade. After discussing the incident we initiated a search of the 
surrounding homes in the area. 

At approximately 9:40AM we were advised the missing person, 1was observed walking out of 
the woods on Old Mill Road. A nearby Charlestown det ail officer w hcHva^orkmg in the area and who had 
knowledge of the incident spoke with Ms.^^PH^ Ms.^mJPwas driven to Rte 112 to await an ambulance. 
Although tired, Ms.^|^J^health appeared to be good. 

Ms^^Upfwas transported to South County Hospital by Charlestown Rescue for medical and psychological 
evaluation. 

Prior to transport, I obtained a statement from Ms.^|^P^p stated while she and her friend 

P^^PP were on tribal grounds yesterday she wanted to take a walk. She advise^ieirtrt^rd did not wish to go for a 
walk at which point she became upset and decided to walk in the the woods. Ms^U^advised she was never 
lost and only left the woods because she was being bitten by numerous insects. Sh e advised she remained in the 
woods overnight until this morning when she decided to walk out. Ms.^|^J(padvised there was no foul play 
involved and the entire event was voluntary on her part. 
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On Thursday July 9, 2015 at 6:52PM, I received a telephone call from Sgt. Weaver of the Hope Valley 
barracks. Sgt. Weaver was at the scene of a "lost" adult female who was in the area of Potter Hoxsie Trail and 
Indian Church Rd., Charlestown. The call was to gather information should the need for a larger scale search be 
initiated. I was later contacted by Late Night Lt. Pardington who gave additional information regarding the 
investigation. 

At 7:30 PM, I was contacted by Capt. Allen who requested that the "Task Force -2" (organized volunteer 
search groups) be called out to augment the prelimanary search which was being conducted by the first responders 
from the Narragansett Tribal Police and Charlestown Police / Rescue personnel. I informed RIEMA of the 
request and a Mission number would be authorized to activate Task Force -2. 

I responded to the scene and met with Night Executive Officer Lt. Charbonneau and Sgt. Weaver at the 
Charlestown mobile Incident Command trailer, located at the point last seen. Trp. Jamieson compiled all the 
relative information in his narrative attached to this investigation.
